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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant appears to believe that the addition of newly submitted claims directed to the arrangement being 
permanently mounted in the tank is not a new issue, however, the examiner contends it is since this aspect of the invention was not 
presented earlier. Further, applicant has failed to cancel a corresponding number of claims equal to the two newly submitted claims, which 
is required in an after final amendment. Just because the examiner suggested the use of the term permanently in his office action, does not 
mean that the examiner specifically said he had searched for such in determining patentability, In fact the examiner search based on what 
was instantly claimed and only stated that he had not looked fully at the specification to see whether applicant had support for such term 
and even stated that in the office action. It appears to the examiner the degree of permanency is subjective, since anything can be 
dismantled, even permanent ones. Of course the apparatus may be damaged in doing so, so like the examiner has stated, the term is 
subjective. Further between the time the office action was written and the newly submitted amendment was received, 6 months has gone by 
so the examiner would have to search at the very least the last 6 months of references based on the newly submitted claims that cite the 
term permanent and since this was not submitted prior to the first office action, the examiner would have to go back to a completely new 
search to look for this aspect of the instant invention as now claimed. The other claims as set forth state that the contact strips are arrange 
to reciev and hold the work in the treatment tank being stations with in the treatment tank, however, there is nothing saying that this 
structure is not insert into the tank after assembly and once it is assembled, it is in fact stations within the treatment tank. Therefore, the 
appellants comments are unfounded and the rejection remains.. 
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
